36 Fellowships 
Granted in U.S.Â. 

Post-Service Awards 
. Valued at $96,000 
Issued by Foundation 

Thirty-six fellowships, valued at 
$96,000,- to assist young scholars and 
artists who have aided the Ameri 
can war effort either in the armed 
forces or in i other governmental 
services, were anhounced recently 
by the John Simon Guggenheim 
Memorial Foundation in New 
.York. 

The fellowships, each with a 
value of about $2,900, were awarded 
to sixteen officers and four enlisted 
men of the. American services. Men 
and women civilians who were 
attached to the armed services or 
did research work under contracts 
made by the Office of 'Scientific 
Research Development and similar 
organizations, were the recipients 
of the remaining sixteen fellow- 
ships. Two of these civilians were 
formerly interned in Japan.

India Is to send thirty scholar- 
ship students to McGill each year, 
it was recently .announced. FUto» 
of these are~to~ tske^ost-graduate 
courses in engineering and applied 
science, and tne other fifteen will 
proceed to MacDonald College,

3 Students Dead 
In Rutgers Fire 

Result ;of Negligence; 
$20,000 Loss Suffered 
By Fraternity House 

Trapped by flames, caused by 
sparks from burning embers in a 
fire-piaee, ' two -Rutgers ' University 
students and a young woman were 
killed, and six other persons includ- 
ing another young woman, were 
Injured shortly before 4 a.m. Sun- 
day when fire destroyed the Sigma 
Alpha MU Fraternity house in New 
Brunswick, NJ. 

The dead are Raymond Berger, 
a sophomore student at Rutgers; 
Benjamin Gordon, a returned war 
veteran in his sophomore year; and 
Miss Joyce Patricia Katzman, a tint 
year student at New York Univcr* 
sity, School of Law. ' The more 
seriously injured were taken to 
a hospital v/hlle the others were 
treated in the university infirmary. 

Early Reed Silvers, dean of men 
at the> University, placed Sigma 
Alpha Mu on indefinite social pro- 
bation for violation of a univer- 
sity rule forbidding the unchaper- 
oncd entertaining of girls in 
fraternity houses. He said the mem- 
bers were suspended from, all nor- 
mal fraternity activities. < 

According to one of the injured 
students. Miss Katzman and Miss 
Pommer were rooming together on 
the' second floor. Most of the stu- 
dents normally occupying the house 
had' left for the week-end and the 
nine fire victims were the only oc- 
cupants at the time of the blaze. 

According to the fire chief, the 
blaze was started by sparks from 
a small fire that one of the sur-

Close Night Schools 
Urges Commissioner 

• The abolition ot local night 
schoohi,:. because. of the Provincial 
Government's refusal to permit tha 
introduction of industrial arts 
and home economics courses was 
advised recently by H. J. C. Dar- 
ragh, director-general of night 
School Commissioners, at a meet« 
ing of the commissioners of the ' 
School Board. ' 

Mr. Darragh pointed out that the 
classes were originally formed for 
the benefit of people without 
elementory school education, most* 
ly immigrants to Canada. The at> 
tendance at night school has drop- 
ped off with the decrease in immi- 
gration, he continued, and the need 
for night schools no longer exists 
while the curriculum remains the 
same.

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The Victory Loan 



(This Editorial appeared in The Daily in iVou- 
ember, 1918 and is reprinted here in view that it 
contains material of interest and pertinent to 
these days of reconstruction.) 

Though victory is now an accoinplislicd fact, 
there has never been greater need for whole- 
hearted co-operation -.on the part of Canadians. 
There is much to bi^^^.Thc work of rccon- 
iitruction presents huge problems, and problems 
wliich cannot be solved unless by the united 
effort of all. Victory over the Hun wc have, and 
now the tasic which confronts us is that of cre- 
ating out of the deranged social and industrial 
conditions à new and permanent order.'^^JlJ'. 

The accomplishment of this purpose involves 
the transportation of our troops, their re-educa- 
tion and estabjishmcnt in suitable industrial 
occupations, as well as many other steps of like 
importance. The proper effecting of our national 
purpose and ambition must inevitably entail 
great cost just as has our victory over the 
Hohcnzollern, but the price will be an altogether 
different one. It will be the price, not of destruc- 
tion but rather of reconstruction. We, as Cana- 
dians, have made untold sacrifices In order to 
establish Democracy and righteousness. Our in- 
vestment will be but a poor otle unless we now 
follow up oiir victorj' with rcoVganization. 

The Victory Loan of 1918 will stand out in 
history, not only as being the last great blow of 
Canada at the defeated Hun, but, as being the 
first great step towards the establishment of the 
nçw order in our Dominion. A share in this effort 
will be something which Canadians will be proud 
of. Investment now, even though it spells tem- 
porary sacrifice, will later prove a matter of 
supreme satisfaction. * . 

NOVEMBER, 1945 

The purpose of the loan: to raise the money 
to meet Canada's borrowing requirements for 
the twelve month period beginning November 
Ist. Although fighting has now ceased, the end 
of the war does not end tho need for money. 
It is needed just as urgently as ever for the 
care and hospitalization of our wounded vet- 
erans: for the maintenance, return and reha- 
bilitation of our service men and women. It is 
also needed to meet the costs of Canada's occu- 
pation forces (required to enforce the peace) 
in enemy territories. 'it is needed too, to lift 
the grim threat of world wide hunger and dis- 
tress from liberated lands, and to help create 
employment for Canadians through tho rebuild- 
ing of trade. In addition,, money invested in Vic- 
tory Bonds helps to combat tho threat of infla- 
tion. ' . 

Flans for reconversion look toward a high 
level of employment. But these plana depend in 
part on an eariy restoration of international 
trade. Common sense therefore, as well as human 
considerations, endorses essential aid to war 
torn countries. Unless we make loans to lands 
where the people have endured real hardship, 
suffering and devastation, to enable these coiin- 
Iries to buy essential foodstuffs, clothes and raw 
niaterinls of- ail kinds from us, they face a future 
hardly less terrible than war itself. We, in Can- 
ada, as an exporting nation look to these coun- 
■ tries for peacetime trade and by helping them

IPn^ltgust 14th of this year, V-J Day was offl- 
ctâlli^ declared, and on that day we ended one of 
the greatest conflicts the world has ever seen.

I cannot help but 
feel that in a sense the fight has been in vain, for 
lil<c charity. Democracy begins at home. I am be- 
ginning to thlnic that more of McGill's students, 
male and female, should have taken an active part 
In that struggle to realize the meaning* and the 
value of Democracy, amons other things that we 
have been fighting for. As far as I can see, the vet- 
eraiu^^arej|theionly, ones who know what they arc 
talking'' about,'' What they are doing, the significance 
of Democracy. 

I, being an American, value Democracy. To me 
it means being Democratic. Americans are justly 
proud of their hospitality; of their readiness to make 
friends. As a result. Democracy means speaking when 
spoken to, smiling when smiled at, and not being the 
snob and stand'Off* aloof Individual that I have 
found so common on the McGlU campus. I readily 
admit that there arc those who are far from snobs 
and stand-offs, but they are few, they are usually 
veterans, and they are the excQ>tion rather than 
the majority. 

I formerly went to a large university where l lived 
in a residence of over three hundred and twenty 
men, and was hardly there before I knew • everyone 
not just as acquaintances but as friends. A girl's 
school, two blocks farther down tho road, which 
naturally became our "hunting grounds,"? soon be- 
came very familiar to us, and the girls were intelli- 
gent, pleasant, lovely and Democratic. ' '.'.S;/':' 

Here at McGlll last year, I lived In a men's resid- 
ence of one hundred and fifty men, and not only in 
a short time, but In a whole school year, I did not 
know half to say hello to, ten as acquaintances to 
make a fourth at bridge, or three as friends. And 
the Illustrious femmes at R.V.C. were untouchable 
and anti-social. 

""This, I feci, is not anyone's fault on my part but 
theirs, for I never have been called a poor mixer, 
and certainly I tried. But one gets discouraged from 
walking Into a room or by someone one "knows" 
with a beaming countenance and a cheery "hello" 
when it is not even reciprocated to the extent of 
being told to go to blue blazes. . ■ 

I quite fully realize that the acute housing' situ- 
ation and "problem" here at McGlll does not make 
for coziness and Intimacy, but all the more reason 
we should get to know each other by being sociable 
rather than aloof. The recent surge for revival of 
College spirit calls for a united campus even more. 
In the Daily on Friday, October 12, in an editorial 
was written, "Have we forgotten, that we pledged 
ourselves to revive the old strong and united McGlll, 
and that we were going forward together to a bright 
and peaceful future?" 1 cannot see that there ever 
was much to revive, but if there wa* before I came, 
I would like to sec it kicked up again. The term 
"college spirit" Is often quoted, but never to my 
observations carried out. It is clear that It could not 
be under the conditions of passing people, after just 
being' Introduced two days previously, without a re» 
ciprocal greeting . . . even a nodi 

If some of the more superior feeling folk . would 
"let their hair down" they will find, I believe, that 
there arc very few indeed of the students who are 
not good guys and gals when one gets to know them. 
But to do this, to revive things on the campus, to 
show people we. know what the world has fought 
and died for, a great many can start right here by 
being Democratic. Let's cut* out the "acting" and be 
normal, sociable human beings. At least, let's TRY.

It would be a 
case of robbing Peter to pay Saul, 
The whole area, exclusive of the 
Jew-section, .would be governed by 
a United Natldiu commission for a 
period of ten years, at which time

Problems, Training 
. Of Craf tsmen 

A talk and 'discussion on ap- 
prenticeship took place in Room 
33 of the Engmecring Building last 
night when M. Clement spoke un- 
der the auspices of the Province of 
Quebec Arcnitects Association. The 
almost total lack of skilled build- 
ing workers in Canada, said M. 
Clement resulted from the very 
rapid expansion of the country. 
European craftsmen were attract- 
ed by high wages and local work- 
men would not take long training. 
But after "World War I European 
craftsmen were fully employed on 
the enormous housing psograms 
there. 

Four years' apprenticeship is now 
proposed (with 30 per cent, 45 per 
cent., 60 per cei}t .and 75' per cent 
paid). .Trainees, .receive 3 months 
b'àsii 'training, then work and learn 
with contractors, subject to In- 
spection and trainee examinations. 
The .aim is manual workers' train- 
ing cqitiyalent to professional work- 
en\*unlver8ity training. Returning 
servicemen learnt the value .of 
training' ..and _ will receive credits. 
In time Jhe training period will be 
shortened. Unions oppose higher 
wages for trained workmen and 
there is no guarantee of lulltime 
employment but it is hoped to 
overcome these difficulties. , . 
" Mr. Price emphasised the nec-
